A CATALOGUE OF THE FUTURE.

E have had many pleas for the improvement of library 
catalogues, largely from people who have never compiled 
one; and many attempts to add usefulness and interest to 

the bare list of authors and titles have seen the light. _‘It is an age of 
progress (this sort of moral reflection makes good “copy” and is 
invaluable for filling up space with the minimum of mental effort—) 
and we must look for striking advances along this line in the near 
future. Being an accomplished diver into the occult, and a perfect 
dab at gliding along the astral plane, I have been privileged to see the 
fourth-dimensional proof sheets of a library catalogue which is to see 
the light about twenty years hence. As the periodical in which this 
appears usually calculates on being ahead of the times, I thought that 
a portion of this catalogue might make good topical copy, and accord- 
ingly transcribe some of it here. The ingenious manner in which the 
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catalogue is made to form one complete and harmonious whole is surely 
worthy of imitation by our present-day librarians whose catalogues 
make as disconnected reading as a dictionary without nearly as much 
interest. The section of the catalogue which I transcribed is that of 
Political Economy ; here it is :— 

J240—The Layman and the Lyre.

and as these happened to express a sentiment with which he was in 
agreement, he did not enter. The next house displayed nothing in its 
windows but a hanging fernpot and a revolving book-case containing a 
copy of the

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NATIONAL BIBLIOGRAPHIES.

I.—FRANCE. 


HE bibliography of the earlier period of French literature is very 
imperfect, and where the catalogues of special periods fail 
recourse should be had to Brunet’s J/anuel du Libraire, which 

is very valuable for French books generally. 

For the works issued in the 15th century, or at least for such of 
them as were in the French language, there is 

Brunet (G.). La France littéraire au 15e. siécle ou catalogue 
raisonné des ouvrages en tout genre imprimés en langue frangaise 
jusqu’’ l'an 1500. Paris: 1865. 8vo. 

This is arranged by author’s names and titles of anonymous works. 

The 16th century in France, as in nearly every other country, is 
the worst period for the bibliographer. ‘The only authority for this 
period is 

Bibliotheques I'rangoises (Les) de La Croix, Du Maine et 
de Du Verdier, Sieur de Vauprivas. Nouvelle édition, revue, cor- 
rigée et augmenté par M. Rigoley de Juvigny. 6 vols. Paris 
1772-73. 4to. 

Vols. 1 and 2 of this work contain the Bib/iothegue of La Croix du 
Maine, vols. 3-5 that of Du Verdier, while vol. 6 contains supplemen- 
tary matter. Each series is arranged in alphabetical order of christian 
names of authors, and there are indexes of surnames at the end of vol. 2 
and at the end of vol. 6. The entries are almost entirely 16th century 
publications. 

The books of the 17th century have no native chronicler, and we 
have to go to a German work to get anything like a bibliography of 
this century. 

Georgi (T.). Allgemeinen Europiiischen Biicher-Lexici.

The vast mass of the entries are of the 17th century, but many relate 
to the early 18th century. ‘The arrangement is by authors’ names, and 
the information given includes the number of sheets and price of each 
book. 
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The 18th and the early 19th centuries are dealt with in 
Querard (J. M.). La France Littéraire. 12 vols. Paris: 

1827-1864. 8vo. 
Vols. 1-10 of this work contain an alphabetical catalogue by authors. 
This part of the work was finished in 1839. Biographical notices are 
also given. Vols. 11 and 12, published 1854-1864, contain “ Correc- 
tions, additions, auteurs pseudonymes et anonymes dévillés. A-Rog.” 
The completion was never published. 


The work is continued on similar lines by 


Querard (J. M.). La littérature francaise contemporaine. 
1ge. siécle. 6 vols. Paris: 1842-1857. 8vo. 
which contains one alphabet by authors’ names. The later volumes, 
which are not by Querard, are on a much smaller scale than the earlier 
portions of the work. 

Up to 1840 the bibliographical works relating to French literature 
are very unsatisfactory, even the work of the indefatigable Querard 
leaving much to be desired. From this date the work of Lorenz, now 
carried on by Jordrell, is the chief authority.

The catalogue gives a biographical note to most authors, and the later 
volumes refer back to the earlier for supplementary information. 

The “Table des Matiéres” is an arrangement alphabetically by 
subjects. Under each subject the titles are alphabetized by their 
first word. 

Lorenz is supplemented to date by the annual volume of the 

Bibliographie de la France. 


This contains, in addition to the full titles in the weekly numbers, a 
general index by authors and a classified list with short titles. 


II.—GERMANY. 


For the earlier period of German book production we have cata- 
logues of books in the German language, but no record of the general 
output of literature. 
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The 15th century is dealt with by

A chronological catalogue, with good descriptions followed by indexes 
of printers, authors and subjects. 

The period from 1526 to 1700 is almost a blank as far as_ special 
German bibliography is concerned. Recourse must be had for this 
period to general bibliographies such as Georgi, Brunet, Graesse and 
Ebert. 

For books published between 1700 and 1815, or at any rate for 
the years 1700-1750, the authority is

Vols. 1-4 contain the alphabetical author catalogue 1700-1810, with a 
supplement containing a title index of romances and plays. Vol. 5 
deals with the period 1811-1815. 

After 1750 the most useful bibliography is Kayser, which is 
continued up to the present time.

BUILDINGS. 


In 1866 it was decided to erect in Dundee a Memorial of the 
late Prince Consort. A committee was formed and subscriptions flowed 
in rapidly. As the Town Council had adopted the Public Libraries 
Act in 1867, it was suggested that a central site should be granted for 
the Albert Memorial on condition that accommodation should be 
supplied in the building for a Public Library, as Dundee was one of 
the first Scottish burghs to adopt the Act. Ultimately, the structure 
was designed by Sir G. Gilbert Scott, and was opened in 1867, during 
the visit of the British Association to Dundee. The Lending Library 
and Reference Library were opened to the public in 1869. A few years 
afterwards the whole building, erected at a cost of £13,000, was handed 
over to the Town Council on payment of £1,000, on condition that 
the place should only be used as a Public Library, Museum and 
Picture Gallery. In 1872 an extension was made to form a Permanent 
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Picture Gallery and Museum. When Queen Victoria’s Jubilee 
occurred in 1887, a suite of Picture Galleries was erected by public 
subscription as a portion of the original structure, thus making a double 
memorial of the late Queen and the Prince Consort. On the ground 
floor there was provision for the Lending Library, while the Reference 
Library was removed to the large Gothic hall above. Part of this hall 
is used for Newspapers and Magazines. Excavations recently conducted 
beneath the Albert Institute have provided ample storage accom- 
modation. The Lending Library was entirely remodelled after the 
appointment of Dr. A. H. Millar as librarian in February, 1908. 


BRANCHES. 


There are at present four Branch Libraries in full operation, and two 
buildings are (1909) in course of erection ; the Central Reading Room, 
with three Galleries for Pictures and Sculpture, and St. Roque’s 
Reading Room, which will also be used as a Book Delivery Station. 
In 1896 the Trustees of the late Mr. Thomas Cox, a Dundee merchant, 
set apart a sum to build and partly endow a Branch at Lochee, which 
was opened in that year. The need for additional Branches was 
shown to Dr. Andrew Carnegie, and he generously set apart the sum of 
£37,000 to build three Branches and two Reading Rooms. ‘These are 
as follows :— 


Arthurstone Branch Library, cost... «» £7,000

St. Roque’s Reading Room (building)... 31500

Arthurstone Branch was designed by the late Mr. William 
Alexander, the other four buildings are from designs by Mr. James 
Thomson, City Architect. 


MUSEUMS. 


The Albert Institute Museum includes sections of Natural History 
specimens (local birds and Arctic Fauna forming specialties) ; Egyptian 
relics ; Pre-historic flints and arrow-heads (largely local) ; Butterflies 
and Moths ; Mammals, and Ethnographical objects from Central Africa, 
India, and North America. At present (1909) one large Hall is 
reserved for full-size casts of Greek, Medizval, and Celtic Sculpture, 
and for a reproduction of the Parthenon frieze. These will be removed 
to the two Galleries in Central Reading Room building now in course 
of erection. When the Town Council acquired Dudhope Castle and 
Park, a building (formerly used as Officers’ Quarters when the Castle 
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was occupied as Barracks) was set apart as a Technical and Antiquarian 
Museum. It contains a large beam-engine with sun-and-planet motion, 
erected by James Watt in a local manufactory, in 1796 ; a large number 
of models of ships and steamers ; working models and numerous charts 
designed to illustrate Geology, Physiography, and Natural Philosophy ; 
and specimens connected with the staple trade of the city —the spinning 
and weaving of jute and linen. 


PictuRE GALLERIES, 


The Permanent Collection contains portraits of local notabilities 
by renowned artists such as Sir Francis Grant, P.R.A., J. 5. Sargent, R.A., 
Hubert von Herkomer, R.A., Solomon J. Solomon, R..A., Sir Daniel 
Macnee, Sir George Reid, and Sir James Guthrie—three Presidents of 
the Royal Scottish Academy—Arthur Cope, Sir 
Orchardson, R.A., John Pettie, R.A., and Wm. Me. Taggart, R.S.A., 
to name only a few. ‘There are also numerous landscapes and genre 
pictures of great value, either bequeathed or presented by living donors. 
One Gallery is occupied with the Lamb collection, being pictures of old 
Dundee and district, collected during many years by the late Mr. A.C. 
Lamb, acquired after Mr. Lamb’s death by Mr. Edward Cox, and 
presented to the Albert Institute. .\) Gallery for this valuable local 
history collection is being prepared (1909) in the new Central Reading 
Room. ‘The three Institutions —Library and Branches, Museums, and 
Picture Galleries-—are all supported out of the 2d. rate which was 
imposed when Dr. Carnegie made his generous gift. 


Readers’ cards are issued to residents and to those employed in 
Dundee, on the recommendation of a ratepayer. Application forms 
are used in the Reference Library. The Central, Lochee, and Arthm 
stone Libraries are worked with the Kennedy Indicator (Mr. John 
Kennedy, the inventor, was long a member of the Dundee Public Library 
Committee). In the Blackness and Coldside Branches, a new and 
simpler form of Indicator, devised by the present chief librarian and 
sub-librarian, is working successfully. 


CLASSIFICATION, 


The books in Lending Libraries are divided into Main Classes 
comprising seventeen sections, each section containing works on 
cognate subjects, 


CATALOGUES, 


_ Uhe Reference Library is supplied with an index dictionary type- 
written catalogue and also sheaf catalogues for recent books until these 
are entered, A large catalogue on this system for the Central Lending 
Library was printed in 1892, and since then successive Finding Lists 
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were issued every two years. A new catalogue to include the contents 
of all these lists is now in preparation. Catalogues, with contents of 
books very fully detailed, have been provided for all the branches. Lists 
of juvenile literature are issued every year. Book trays with selections 
of the newest books in the various classes are placed on all the counters, 
There are also classified lists of the latest books in all the classes for 
the use of readers. 


DUNDEE LIBRARIES STAFF. 


LECTURES. 


In 1906-7 the late Mr. John Maclauchlan began a tentative series 
of lectures in the Central Library and Branch Libraries. ‘These proved 
very successful, and the idea has been largely developed by the present 
chief librarian. During the season 1908-9, Dr. Millar organized a series 
of thirteen Lectures, dealing with local history ; mechanics as displayed 
in the Dudhope Technological Museum; and art as shown in the 
Art Galleries. ‘The season of 1go0g9-10 has a syllabus of twenty-one 
Lectures, chiefly by the librarian and sub-librarian, specially devoted to 
topics that may be illustrated from the libraries and museums. These 
have been attended by overflowing audiences. 
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Art EXHIBITIONS, 

Besides the Permanent Collection, with its portraits of local 
notables, there have been numerous Fine Art Exhibitions held in the 
Albert Institute since 1867. — In the season 1908-9, the Public Library 
Committee decided to hold a Loan Exhibition of pictures from local 
collections , and during six weeks the Exhibition was visited by over 
40,000 people. .\ similar Exhibition will be opened in October, 1910. 


MISCELLANEOUS, 

The Technological Museum at Dudhope, which represents specially 
local manufactures, was the first of its kind to be established outside of 
South Kensington, and it was organized under the direction of experts 
connected with the Department. ‘The sculpture casts were acquired 
under similar advice, and many of the ironwork and silverware specimens, 
obtained years ago, cannot now be procured, Special provision is made 
for blind readers, in the form of Braille-type books and magazines, 
which are extensively used. Reference has been made to the Lamb 
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Collection of Pictures, but it should also be stated that in the Lamb 
pictures and documents acquired by Mr. Edward Cox, and presented 
to the city, there were included many valuable examples of Dundee 
typography, cartography, topography, documents of historical import, 
and local biography. ‘These are now placed in the Reference Library, 
and form a most important department of local history. It may also 
be stated that every effort has been made to establish “ Local Corners ” 
in literature, science and art; and the efforts of the Committee in these 
directions have been highly appreciated by the public 


LIBRARIANS. 


When the Library was opened in 1869, the position of Librarian 
was given to James Cargill Guthrie, a local poet of some renown. He 
was succeeded shortly afterwards by R. Nicoll Watson, who had been 
librarian of the Watt Institute. In 1874 the late John Maclauchlan, 
of Perth, was appointed chief librarian, and remained in office till his 
sudden decease on ist October, 1907. His successor, the present 
librarian, A. H. Millar, LL.D. (St. Andrews), F.S..A.Scot., entered on his 
duties in February, 1g08, and has introduced many improvements in 
construction and administration. ‘The staff is as under:

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CARNEGIE LIBRARIES AT BOLTON. 


HE foundation stones of three new Carnegie Libraries at Bolton, 
which we illustrate in this number, were laid on November 3rd 
last, when a distinguished company met on the sites during the 

afternoon. 

Mr. Carnegie’s gift is one of £15,000, and the new libraries are 
to cost £5,000 each. The sites were given free by local gentlemen 
and are all excellent ones. ‘wo of the libraries are in districts which 
have not hitherto been served, and will form valuable acquisitions to 
the respective neighbourhoods both from an educational and an 
architectural point of view. The stones were laid by Mr. John 
Harwood and Mr. H. Shepherd-Cross, donors of two of the sites, and 
the chairman of the Libraries Committee, Mr. Alderman Horridge. 
Trowels and mallets were presented in each case by the architects and 
builders, and the proceedings passed off in a very enthusiastic manner. 

The buildings are of stone and brick and one storey high and are 
conveniently arranged, each building contains a lending library, 
newspaper room, women’s room and a large room for boys and girls, 
and will each have a collection of about 10,000 volumes for lending 
purposes. ‘The juvenile department will be equipped with reading and 
writing desks and tables and about 1,000 books in an open case. 

The “ open access ” system for lending books is to be adopted at 
the Great Lever Branch, and as this is being tried in the nature of an 
experiment, its development will be closely watched. 

During the course of the proceedings the chief official, Mr. 
Archibald Sparke, F.R.S.L., was referred to in eulogistic terms. “The 
committee recognise,” said the chairman, “that without the energy dis- 
played by him they would not have done nearly so much as they 
have done, especially in connection with the work of reorganization 
which had taken place during the last four years. Enormous advance 
had been made in several directions. The issue of books at the 
Central Lending Library alone had increased from 20,325 volumes in 
tgo4, to 216,085 in 1gog; thirteen School Libraries had been 
established; various Book Exhibitions held ; large sections of books in 
the French and German languages, Greek and Latin texts, and music 
had been added to their stock and excellent catalogues prepared. 
The examination results gained by the assistants were extremely 
satisfactory and quite justified the Committee’s action in adopting the 
new scale of salaries to be paid and the educational standard recom- 
mended by Mr. Sparke when vacancies occurred on their staff.” 

It is expected that the new buildings will be ready for opening 
about July, 1910. 
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LIBRARIES AND LIBRARIANS. 


| Special notes of general interest are invited for this department. | 


A great amount of comment, mostly hostile, has resulted from the 
action of the commercial librarians in combining to induce publishers 
to submit new novels for examination before they are ordered. The 
object of this proceeding is to protect the commercial circulating 
libraries from unknowingly stocking undesirable fiction dealing in an 
unsavoury way with sex questions. ‘This matter does not affect public 
municipal libraries to any extent, because none of them buy the works 
of the third and fourth-rate authors who write such stuff, but it is well 
to examine the question from the standpoint of both authors and 
publishers, who in many cases regard the action of the commercial 
librarians as an attempt at literary censorship. ‘To a certain limited 
extent it is a kind of censorship, but as it is confined to a com- 
paratively small trade, and applied only to a proportion of one class 
of literature, it is difficult to account for the strong views expressed by 
some of the literary journals, which treat the matter as if all classes of 
books were involved. 

It is a pity strong action was not taken before to suppress or limit 
in some way the publication of books which are frankly improper, and 
written with the chief object of enlisting the support of the idle reader 
of pornographic works. Such books are not wanted in the open 
market, where they can be obtained by immature persons, to cause, 
in many cases, undoubted harm. They are a kind of blend of the 
utterly abandoned pornographic novel of which thousands are privately 
printed and circulated, and the purer and stronger novels of passion 
written by the great masters of fiction. ‘They resemble very closely 
the “ penny bloods” of the cheap publisher, which are nothing but a 
re-hash of Scott, Cooper, Dumas, ete., qualified by Aimard, Jules 
Verne and others, plus the compiler. ‘Their themes are as old as the 
hills, and the style and treatment are generally poverty-stricken. That 
there is a market for such novels is proved by the number published 
in recent years, and we have the assurance of commercial librarians 
that their chief readers are women, just as are many of their authors. 
Whether this is an encouraging sign of the times it is not for us to 
say, but with women, the police, and sundry religio-philanthropic 
societies, conspiring to draw universal public attention to the existence 
of so much literary protozoa, one can hardly blame the commercial 
librarian for seeking some means of defence. 

The sporadic fashion in which raids are made on an occasional 
faded classic, rather suggests that the police are egged on by some 
persons who have passed through life in a purblind condition, 
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only to wake up in middle age in the Strand! The recent seizures of 
one of Balzac’s Rabelaisian imitations, which has been about the 
bookshops in French and English for from thirty to over fifty years, 
rather gives colour to this suggestion, All readers in narrow areas are 
prone to this kind of panic when confronted by a free classic, and they 
are much disposed to exaggerate to an enormous degree some writings 
which most others would consider harmless pap. These are the sort of 
readers who nose about in the fictional garbage of the time, and who 
are the first to rush to their circulating libraries when any spicy court 
memoir or juicy novel is mentioned in a newspaper or talked about. 
They are ethical ventilators of a most objectionable type, and it is 
from the attentions of such prurient sin-hunters, rather than from 
authors and publishers, that librarians of all kinds require protection. 
In the past, municipal libraries have been saved from the responsibility 
of buying and circulating books of the type under review, largely 
through the help and discretion of book-selection committees. ‘The 
commercial librarians had no such safeguard, and they are quite within 
their rights in seeking to protect themselves against a nuisance which 
must at times have proved both intolerable and expensive. 
Brighton.—The action of the Town Council in referring back to the 
Library Committee a recommendation that a senior assistant at the public 
library should be called upon to resign because he had not obtained 
the examination certificate of the Library Association has elicited from 
the committee a special report, in which they re-affirm their decision. 


Coventry.-— At the Coventry public library on January roth, the opening 
ceremony took place of the new extension which has been completed 
to the lending department, an improvement which should be of great 
value to the public, as it gives direct access to book-shelves containing 
some 16,000 volumes, non-fiction, so that borrowers can choose for 
themselves the works which they wish to take home, and also see in 
one group all the books that are in the library on any particular 
subject. ‘The new direct access department occupies the space that 
was formerly occupied by the librarian’s office, an adjoining storeroom 
and a rear passage. Partitions have been removed, and the whole 
thrown into one convenient apartment some 35 ft. long by 24 ft. wide. 
Access to it is gained through a wicket immediately opposite the main 
entrance to the lending library. Borrowers having produced their 
ticket or given up a book to the assistant in charge of the wicket, will 
enter and consult the shelves for what they want, guided by the 
catalogues to special subjects and an index. Having chosen the 
books they want they will have them entered in the usual way by the 
assistant and leave by a second wicket. 

Tyldesley-with-Shakerley.— The new Carnegie library building, 
which was opened in this Lancashire town last December, replaces an 
old Mechanics’ Institute, and gives the inhabitants a substantial and 
commodious new institution. ‘The accommodation provided consists 
of a general reading room, reference library, lending library fitted with 
the Cotgreave indicator, a lecture room, and a ladies’ reading room. 
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The death of Mr. J. J. Ogle, at one time librarian of Bootle, 
and subsequently Secretary of Higher Education in that borough, 
which took place on December roth, 1909, removes from the library 
field one who formerly occupied a leading position in public librarian- 
ship, and was a greatly esteemed and admired member of the Library 
and Museums Associations. His chief work in connection with 
libraries was his consolidation of the various Public Libraries Acts, in 
association with Mr. H. W. Fovargue ; his early and valuable services 
with regard to the education of library assistants; and his various 
writings on the subject of librarianship. His book Zhe Free Library : 
its history and present condition, 1897, is still valuable for its historical 
presentment of the library movement, and some of his other papers on 
classification and other topics are useful. Mr. Ogle was a clear and 
fluent speaker, and as a debater could hold his own with any member 
of the Library Association in its earlier years. He was one of those 
who honoured the memory of Edward Edwards when the late Thomas 
Greenwood erected the monument to him at Niton, and on many 
occasions he proved his keen and earnest interest in all that was best 
in public educational matters. His loss at a comparatively early age 
will be felt both in scholastic and library circles, and we feel that we 
are expressing the feeling of every librarian who knew him in the past 
when we say that we mourn the loss of a thoroughly good and able man. 


Mr. Percy H. Wood, a former member of the L..\..\. committee, 
is gaining laurels in the Antipodes. He has been appointed to classify 
the Auckland (N.Z.) Public Library on the Dewey system. It will be 
remembered that Mr. Wood, whilst sub-librarian at St. George’s, South- 
wark, was obliged to give up library work on account of his health. 
Previously he was an assistant at the Croydon libraries under Mr. Jast. 
He has therefore had an excellent public library training, which should 
qualify him for a high post in New Zealand. 


Mr. George R. Bolton, sub-librarian, Stoke Newington, is placed 
third in a competition (No. 45) organized by the Wunicipal Journal 
for the best answer to the question :—** What powers have local autho 
rities toexpend corporate moneys for (a) the erection of a public library 
(4) the maintenance thereof?” 


Mr. James Ross, librarian, Walton Public Library, Liverpool, 
delivered an interesting address on “The Technical training of 
Librarians” at the meeting of the Liverpool and District Library 
Association held at Great Crosby on December 3rd, 1go9. 
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THE MODERN BOOK: A SUGGESTION.

IBRARIANS of all classes are suffering severely from the bad 
manufacture of modern books, and the time has come for some 
joint action to be taken to prevent the deterioration of paper 

and binding which is going on. ‘The cost of running municipal and 
commercial circulating libraries is increasing every year, owing to the 
sums which have to be spent on recasing, rebinding, and replacing bad 
books, and we venture to state that there is not a Public Library in the 
country which has not got hundreds, and, in some cases, even 
thousands of books out of action simply because of their wretched 
manufacture. Before the introduction of that horrible feather-weight 
paper, an ordinary 3s. 6d. novel would last through thirty or forty 
readings before it was necessary to send it to the binder, and then 
when re-bound would last the life of the book. An ordinary 6s. novel 
nowadays, printed on feather-weight paper, will hardly survive six to 
ten readings, and then the chances are that many of the leaves will be 
found to have broken away from the sections. 


This is not as it should be, and nothing, in our opinion, has 
a more demoralising effect upon the public taste in books than novels, 
or other works, produced in such an obviously cheap and inferior 
manner. 

This process of degrading the Book has been going on for years 
now, and it is time some action was taken, by all kinds of librarians, to 
stamp out what is really a national evil. As a method of doing this we 
suggest a combination of commercial, municipal, and other librarians, 
pledged not to stock any books printed on feather-weight paper. 


The Books Production Committee of the Library Association are 
supposed to be doing something in the direction of securing better 
materials, but it is questionable if any action they can take will be 
quite so effectual as a determined boycott of such rubbishy books by 
the librarians of the country.

A series of essays on the ethical side of self-culture, dealing with 
such topics as culture of the body, mind, imagination, heart, conscience, 
etc. The chapter dealing with the “Instruments of Culture” seems 
rather to underrate the value of books and reading in education.

The first issue of “Stainer & Bell’s Educational Library, edited 
by Sir Charles V. Stanford and Sir Walter Parratt,” makes a good 
appearance and impression. _It is a thoroughly practical and straight- 
forward text-book, with directions and exercises to suit beginners and 
more advanced students. Dr. Buck’s reputation and knowledge of 
organ practice are sufficient recommendations for a book which every 
library with a music section should possess. 


Bumpus (T.F.). The Cathedrals and Churches of Belgium, 
London : T. Werner Laurie. n.d. [1909]. 74”, pp. 308, #7. 
Price 6s. net. 


Another addition to Mr. Laurie’s valuable “Cathedral Series,” and 
one certain to be much in demand, not only because of the popularity 
of Belgium as a travel resort normally, but also because the exhibition 
will attract many more visitors than usual. The illustrations are very 
attractive, the descriptions clear and interesting, and the only fault to 
be found, is the placing of the map as the front end-paper and not 
repeating it as part of the text of the book.

Burns (Robert). Poetical works. Edited with biographical introduc- 
tion by Charles Annandale. Music harmonized by Harry 
Colin Miller. Pictures by Claude Shepperson. London: 
The Gresham Publishing Co. 1909. 4 -v., 9”. Price 3os. net. 


This handsome and well-produced edition of the works of the 
great Scottish poet has been named “The Afton Burns,” and _ its 
general appearance is a credit to all concerned. Its arrangement is 
chronological, as far as this is possible, thus following the plan of 
Robert Chambers, while a marginal glossary will be found a great 
assistance to most readers. Collected in the fourth volume is a 
selection of the music and words of the most popular and best known 
songs, arranged for voice and piano, and in this respect it somewhat 
resembles the edition put forth by George Gilfillan, save that in his 
book the music is distributed throughout the volumes. This is 
emphatically a household and library edition of the poet, and is well- 
equipped with notes, pictures, indexes and everything necessary to 
make reference easy. Some of the illustrations are in colour and there 
is a curious Rowlandson feeling about a number of both the coloured 
and tinted pictures. ‘There is an adequate sketch of the poet's life by 
Dr. Annandale, and altogether the book can be strongly recommended 
as an extremely desirable addition to private and Public Libraries. 


Chancellor (E. Beresford). ‘The Lives of the British Architects, from 
William of Wykeham, to Sir William Chambers. London: 
Duckworth & Co., 1909. orts., tl. 7%", pp. 348. Price 
7s. 6d. net. 

This interesting and rather novel book covers the long period 
between the middle of the fourteenth and the end of the eighteenth 
centuries, during which time many noteworthy buildings were designed 
by men like Inigo Jones, Wren, Vanbrugh, Gibbs, Dance and the 
Adams’. Mr. Chancellor gives a good account of the chief architects 
and their best works, and has supplied in a handy form a great amount 
of much needed information. A continuation of the work to the end of 
last century would be a welcome addition to the collected biography 
of architecture. 


Cockburn (Henry). Memorials of his time. New edition with 
introduction by his grandson, Harry A. Cockburn. With 
portraits in colour by Sir Henry Raeburn and other illustrations. 
Edinburgh: T. N. Foulis, rg09. 8”, pp. 482. Price 7s. 6d. net. 

The appearance of this dainty and handsome reprint of a book 
originally issued in 1856, is a timely reminder that there are plenty 
of fascinating books worth re-issuing besides the eternal Pilgrim's 

Progress and Jane Eyre. Mr. Foulis has broken good ground both 

with this Cockburn and Mrs. Piozzi’s autobiography, and we should 

like to see him follow up with others similar in character. Cockburn’s 

Memorials in this edition has been enriched with many illustrations, 

of which one complaint must be made from the public library point of 

view. The portraits in colour are pasted down on one edge only to 
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dark-coloured mounts, and the names or titles are printed on separate 
leaves of thin paper. This will be found very awkward when re- 
binding, and the whole of the portraits should be pasted down, 
otherwise they will be torn off and doubled up. 


Hamel (Frank). The Dauphines of France. London: Stanley Paul. 
1910. 8°. pp. 414, Price 16s. net. 


Frank Hamel is well known as an authority on Court life in old 
France, and the present work covers a wider field than his previous 
works, including the lives of fifteen princesses and a period of five 
centuries. We have sketches of the careers of Jeanne de Bourbon 
and Marguerite de Bourgogne, Jacqueline de Baviére, Marie d’Anjou, 
Margaret of Scotland, Charlotte de Savoie, Marguerite of Austria, 
Catherine de Médicis, Mary Stuart, Marie-Anne de Baviére, Marie 
Adelaide de Savoie, Marie Thérése d’Espagne, Marie-Joséphe de Saxe, 
Marie Antoinette, and the Duchesse d’Angouléme—last of all the 
dauphines. These names alone are sufficient to recall scenes, sombre, 
splendid and tragic, poignant romances and great events. Their 
histories are told with necessary brevity and conciseness, which in no 
way diminishes the interest and picturesqueness of the narrative. The 
work has a very real historical value as containing the first account in 
English of the position of the dauphine at the French Court, and of 
the ceremonial (often quaint and graceful) that surrounded the heir to 
the throne of France. To the dauphines, as women, and to the 
dauphine as an institution full justice is done in Frank Hamel’s latest 
work, in which all the pomp and state of old France live again. 


Hodson (F.) £Zd. Broad Lines in Science Teaching. With an Intro- 
duction by M. E. Sadler. London: Christophers. n.d. (1909). 
84”, pp. 304 Price 5s. net. 

A capital series of papers by well-known teachers on the teaching 
of such subjects as nature-study, biology, hygiene, research, mathe- 
matics, physics, geography, history, economics, engineering, chemistry, 
etc. Many of the writers insist upon the co-relation of the sciences 
and their applications, a fact which will interest those librarians who 
imagine that there is a wide gulf between theory and practice. An 
index would be a great improvement. This excellent book should be 
n every public library. 


Kennedy (J. M.). The Quintessence of Nietzsche. London: 
T. Werner Laurie. n.d. [1909]. 7%”, pp. 380, fort. Price 
6s. net. 

An examination of the philosophical works of Nietzsche, with 
numerous quotations scattered throughout an interesting biographical 
study of the man. The best introduction to the works of an extra- 
ordinary personality we have seen, but there are some needless raids 
nto current English politics which seem out of place in an 
“ explanatory ” work.

To the Editor of Tue Liprary WorLD. 


Srr,—In some recent comments in the Zisrary World on the cost 
and work of American libraries, all mention of certain potent factors in 
their rules has been omitted which show plainly that the amount of 
work performed at such an enormous comparative cost has been over- 
estimated. I have been examining some American codes of rules and 
find that most of them are so framed as to force up the issues almost 
mechanically. Imagine a rule like this—“ Holders of adult cards may 
borrow as many books of non-fiction as are needed at one time, /ogether 
with two books of fiction, only one of which shall have been published 
within the current or preceding year. Holders of juvenile cards may 
borrow two juvenile books at one time.” In other words a comparatively 
small number of individuals can give the statistics of any library the 
appearance of tremendous activity when books are chucked at them in 
this wholesale manner. Again, new and popular books may be kept 
only seven days; and magazines are lent for seven days also. If this 
latter rule refers to single parts of current magazines it is easy to see 
how some libraries manage to beat up a huge issue which is very 
formidable on paper though in reality contemptible as regards value or 
quality. Another dodge for securing a quick turnover, not unknown 
in this country, is this rule—“A fine of fwo cents a day (including 
Sundays and holidays) must be paid on each book kept over time.” If 
not returned within three weeks from date when due back a messenger 
is sent for the book and twenty-five cents charged for messenger service. 
Thus a poor beggar of a borrower having three books out for five weeks 
would have to pay five shillings and threepence fines and a shilling for 
a messenger! It seems very sharp practice to tempt people to borrow 
more books than they can possibly read with profit in the time allowed 
and then to penalise them to such an extent. Furthermore, youngsters 
are compelled to swallow their literature without much chance of benefit 
under the threat that the use of their tickets will be forfeited for six 
months if they keep books over time. There is no doubt that these and 
other methods have the effect of giving quite an artificial inflation to 
library statistics, and if they are widely prevalent in American libraries, 
still another considerable deduction must be made from the amount of real 
good work claimed to be accomplished. I have no means of knowing 
to what extent the American libraries froth up their returns of issues by 
the means above described, but it is pretty certain that a goodly 
number do so. It is not claimed that English libraries are free from 
these somewhat questionable devices, but they are mild in comparison 
to the American practices. ‘There are a few English libraries which 
issue new books for seven or ten days only ; fewer still which issue 
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parts of current magazines ; and only half-a-dozen or so which charge 
one penny a day for fines. No English library allows as much non- 
fiction as required, plus two novels to adults, and two books each to 
children—their stocks couldn’t stand the drain—and beyond the issue 
of students’ extra tickets for non-fiction and special facilities to teachers 
in a few cases there is no attempt made to obtain other than legitimate 
results. So far, sir, the statement in the Ziérary World that American 
libraries at great expense, perform much less work and are less used, as 
a whole, than British ones, has never been disproved, and this 
additional testimony as to American methods of making results look 
better than they really are, supports the case from quite another stand- 
point. I personally admire the extreme liberality of the book-provision 
in American libraries, but must say that short time-limits coupled with 
punishing fines does not seem the best way of extracting the utmost 
good from books.

[The statements of our correspondent may be correct as regards a few 
American libraries, but we doubt if they are true of many. In the 
draft rules given in Dana’s Library Primer, which must to some 
extent mirror American practice, one book only is allowed at a 
time save in exceptional cases, and the only rule which agrees with 
our correspondent’s statement, is that making the fine one penny 
or two cents a day. An exhaustive comparison between the rules 
for the public used in this country and the United States would 
form a most interesting article, and we should be glad if one 
of the younger librarians would undertake the work.—Eb. }
